Building work started late last year after a long wait, but the construction process has remained 
controversy free, until now...

A CHALK mountain at the con¬ 
struction site of the Turner 
Contemporary gallery has upset 
environmentalists who fear it 
could damage the cliffs for ever. 

Questions are being raised about the envi¬ 
ronmental impact of the pile which has grown 
at the Rendezvous site, on Margate seafront. 

The construction on the gallery started 
earlier this year and the dumped chalk has 
been excavated out of the foundations with 
tonnes piled against the cliffs. 

Birchington geologist Kim Bruce was among 
those to vent her anger. 

She said: “The chalk cliffs of Thanet are a 
Site of Special Scientific Interest and carry 
penalties for defacing or damaging it. 

“The chalk has been piled right up against 
the cliff and blocked in the face. They are just 
not allowed to do that.” 

Mrs Bruce said it was tantamount to “scien¬ 
tific and environmental vandalism”. 

“When the chalk is taken away it will dam¬ 
age the cliff. How do you decide what was 
there and what wasn’t? There are people who 
work for the council who should know what they 
are doing and stop this.” 

Mike Hill, Kent County Council’s cabinet 
member for communities said the cliff will be 
returned to its “original state”. 

He said: “The chalk is being temporarily 
stored on the site as part of the building works 
and it is not being compacted against the cliffs. 

“Much of this material will be returned to 
the gallery site once the substructure works

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Time to move down 
the pecking order 

THE winged spectre of seagulls is casting a shadow over 
the efforts of the teams who collect the Thanet’s rubbish. 

The birds are causing havoc as they tear up bin bags and 
spread the contents across the isle’s streets. 

The creatures’ exploits have many tearing their hair out 
as they wake up to find the streets full of trash after the 
thin black bags are tom open by hungry beaks. 

Cllr Simon Moores has been blogging on the issue. 

He said: “We have seen an explosion in the seagull popu¬ 
lation and the gulls seem to have become used to fast food. 

‘Where wheelie bins have been introduced it helps 
reduce the problem, but the gulls are becoming desperate 
and they view bin bags as food-in-the-bag, as it were.” 

A Thanet council official said the problem was actually 
waning with the introduction of wheelie bins. But St 
Mildred’s Road resident Lorraine Pattola, 27, begged to dif¬ 
fer. 

She said: “The gulls peck and tear at the bags, and it 
blows everywhere. We don’t have enough bins for the flats 
we live in and have no choice but to put bags out. We can’t 
leave them inside, they stink and it’s unhygienic.” 

“The gulls are getting worse. Some of them are massive 
- more like a small dog flying around - and they aren’t

scared of much either.” 

Cllr Moores thinks one solution is for everyone to take 
responsibility for their mbbish. 

“It’s the household’s responsibility to look after their own 
mbbish before it is collected. The council’s responsibility is 
to take the black bag, but what happens to it up until then 
is your responsibility,” he said. 

The council’s view is for residents to contain their waste 
correctly prior to collection, and for people to put the sacks 
out on the right day and as close to the time of collection. 


Jeweller fined £6,000 
after armed police raid 


BLEAK House owner 
Richard Hilton is facing 
hard times after his jew¬ 
ellery firm was fined £6,000 
by a judge. 

It was the end of a two-year saga for 
the man who owns Charles Dickens’ 
former clifftop retreat in Broadstairs. 

His firm, based in Margate High 
Street, admitted 14 offences under the 
trade descriptions and hallmarking 
acts. 

Mr Hilton’s daughter Kelly, who 
managed the shop, was fined £2,500 
and order to pay £15 victim surcharge 
at Canterbury Crown Court. She had 
been cautioned ten years ago for a 
similar offence, the court heard. 

Trading standards officers, accom¬ 
panied by armed police, raided the 
shop in January 2007 and found 
items had been mislabelled. They 
were called in after a customer bought 
a fake Tiffany silver bracelet. Miss 
Hilton admitted failing to spot the

item was a fake after buying it. 

John Davies, defending, said there 
hadn’t been an attempt to con cus¬ 
tomers. He said: “This is not the case 
of a shyster who sells fake perfume or 
counterfeit DVDs from a suitcase. 
This is a case based on negligence. 

Mr Davies said the customer com¬ 
plained to Tiffany about the bracelet 
and the jewellers told her Hilton’s 
wasn’t authorised to deal in its prod¬ 
ucts. He said a man had come into the 
shop with Tiffany items which looked 
genuine to Miss Hilton. 

Mr Davies said: “She had a name, 
address and telephone number for the 
seller.” 

The bracelet was found to be silver 
plate, not pure silver. Mr Davies said 
other items had been put in the wrong 
boxes and put on display. 

Rings had been given the wrong 
carat value, but Mr Davies said some¬ 
times nine carat gold had to be used in 
repairs because it is stronger than 18 


carat but wouldn’t affect the value. 

He said it was standard practice to 
carry out repairs like this, usually 
with antique items. Old gold jewellery 
isn’t hallmarked because it doesn't 
reflect the age of the piece. 

A former mayor of Margate, Ann 
Chater, said Mr Hilton was known for 
his charity work in Thanet. 

She said Margate High Street had 
been hard hit by the recession. 

“That end of the High Street looks 
like Beirut because of the derelict 
properties. Nobody goes there. The 
recession and this case have had a 
catastrophic effect on his business,” 
Mrs Chater said. 

She was in the High Street on the 
day of the raid. She said: ‘I was 
shocked. There were two armed offi¬ 
cers and two had bullet-proof vests on. 
There were eight officers in all. It was 
overkill.” 

Judge Michael O’Sullivan ordered 
Miss Hilton to pay £500 costs and the 
company £8,000. He said both had 
fallen below the standards expected.

Carter's 'feeble 
excuse' angers 
airport meeting 

THE leader of Kent County Council faces 
being reported to the standards commit¬ 
tee after he missed a meeting at Kent 
International Airport on Friday. 

Cllr Paul Carter was due to attend the 
Kent International consultative commit¬ 
tee meeting to address members and the 
public over his support of the airport. 

About 150 people turned up to hear 
Cllr Carter explain his position, but he 
pulled out citing “a pre-arranged family 
engagement” that was moved forward as 
the reason. 

There were groans of disapproval from 
the audience when chairman Paul 
Twyman, a former Conservative district 
councillor, announced the news. 

Barely able to mask his anger, he fired 
off a broadside at Cllr Carter. 

He said: “I have to say I am not at all 
pleased. I suggest we raise the matter 
with the standards committee at KCC as 
I find it inappropriate and quite offen¬ 
sive. The meeting was specifically 
arranged around him and he knew that.” 

Mr Twyman, from Birchington, was 
applauded by the audience after his com¬ 
ments. But Cllr Roger Latchford, Thanet 
council’s deputy leader, opposed report¬ 
ing Cllr Carter. 

He said: “Cllr Carter is sorry and his 
not coming is for family reasons. A pro¬ 
posal for a standards committee issue is 
uncalled for and I will not support it.” 

Cllr Mike Harrison, the leader if 
Thanet council’s airport working party, 
wrote on his blog that he found Cllr 
Carter’s excuse “feeble”. 

The Standards Committee, chaired by 
an independent person, is responsible for 
promoting and maintaining high stan¬ 
dards for councillors’ code of conduct as 
well as resolving complaints about indi¬ 
vidual councillors. 


Death threat claim 
in unsolved killing 


'Dumped' chalk

But Thanet’s Labour leader Cllr 
Clive Hart is also fuming. He said: 
“I have serious concerns about the 
effect this could have on the cliff 
face and a local wildlife habitat. 

“This dumping of chalk is effec¬ 
tively seafront landscaping on a 
gigantic scale and I know of no per¬ 
mission being granted for that. 

“The effect of such huge amounts 
of chalk being piled and then com¬ 
pacted against the natural cliff face 
could cause serious damage.” 

KCC says Natural England, 
which looks after SSSI sites, has 
not been in touch. 

But Kim Bruce said: “It’s not for 
them to contact the council, it’s for 
the council to contact them to ask 
permission, it’s the law.” 

Emily Dresner, an advisor for 
Natural England, said: “We are try¬ 
ing to clarify if this has been dam¬ 
aging and we hope to hear more 
details from KCC and Thanet 
council about what has happened. 

“Once we have this information, 
we will then be able to respond in 
more detail.” 


THE father of a murdered man says 
he has received a death threat at his 
Ramsgate home. 

Danny O’Leary, pictured 
right, says he was 
approached by two men 
who told him to stop 
investigating his son 
David’s death or they 
would kill him. 

He said: “I was told to 
leave it alone because 
David’s death was ‘only 
business’. They said if I 
don’t they’ll kill me. I 
haven’t told the police. I went to 
Thailand to get away from it all.” 

Mr O’Leary has now turned to 
YouTube to try and find his son’s 
killer. He has uploaded clips to 
arouse interest in the unsolved case. 

Police have yet to make any 
arrests, almost 14 months after 
David O’Leary was shot at his home 
in Valley Road, Margate. 

A photofit of a suspect was released 
showing a man wearing a hat and 
dressed in black. He was seen run¬ 
ning from the area after the killing. 

In his web clip, Mr O’Leary is seen 
imploring anyone with information 
to call him because he has no faith in 
the police. He says a £500,000 


reward is still on the table and the 
website he set up - www.whokilled- 
david.co.uk - is still active. 

Mr O’Leary still drives 
around the isle in a truck 
marked with wanted 
posters and appeals for 
information. 

A second clip posted 
under the username dan- 
junkmanl3 shows an 
increasingly irate Mr 
O’Leary swearing and 
shouting at the camera. 
He also berates Kent 
Police for putting a woman in charge 
of the investigation and calls for the 
case to be featured on ther BBC’s 
Crimewatch. David O’Leary was shot 
and killed at his home after he 
returned home from a night’s club¬ 
bing in Margate on March 1, 2008. 

Det Chief Insp Maria Shepherd, 
who is heading the team investigat¬ 
ing the murder, said: “There are 
many lines of inquiry and the case is 
extremely complex. I hope that any¬ 
one who can help us will pick up the 
phone."

The course takes place over four days, from Monday 
to Friday, August 24-28. 

Drum Tutor Dave Neal, who is the drummer with 
1970s rocker Suzi Quattro, has been working on the 
event. He said: “If you want to develop as a musician 
you need to network with as many other players as 
possible and rock school is a great catalyst for this, 
along with the passing on of the experience gained 
through many years of gigging.” 

As part of Rock ’n’ Pop School, young mudicians form 
bands according to their ability and are then schooled 
in performance, technique, timing, dynamics and dif¬ 
ferent styles. At the end of the project students perform 
in front of their peers and are awarded certificates.

Health day shows 
pupils how to look 
after themselves 

COMPREHENSIVE health checks have been 
carried out on year seven pupils at Marlowe 
Academy pupils as part of a Health Day 
scheme. 

The academy arranged for young pupils to 
have free dental, hearing and general health 
checks involving some 25 different medical 
practitioners from various health services in 
Kent. Doctors were also on hand to follow up 
any specific health issues. 

The move follows a deal negotiated with the 
Margate branch of Specsavers opticians to 
offer free eye checks to some 547 Marlowe stu¬ 
dents - an initiative thought to be the first of 
its kind in Thanet. 

Interest 

Amanda Mulvihill, admin and community 
manager at the Marlowe, arranged the eye 
tests and the Health Day scheme. 

She said: “Our idea, which may be a first, 
seems to have generated a great deal of inter¬ 
est county-wide and beyond. 

“While students had health checks they 
were also able to watch health care promotion 
films to ensure that they are aware of how to 
look after themselves.” 

Ian Johnson, principal of the Marlowe 
Academy, said: “This is a major initiative for 
the academy and we are so grateful for the 
support we have had from health practitioners 
and other support agencies. 

‘We’re interested in grades and targets, but 
also concerned about the development of the 
whole child. We were set up to remove barri¬ 
ers to learning and this is another example of 
us breaking new ground in support of our com¬ 
munity.”

What is the best way to make your garden as friendly as 
iible for birds and animals? 

A I always tell people they can do a lot of good 
just by being a bit lazy If you leave some 
patches of grass to grow long or let piles of 
leaves collect, you’ll attract insects, which pro¬ 
vides food for birds and other wildlife. 

If you relish a spot of gardening, trees like 
birch and rowan, or shrubs like pyracantha or 
hawthorn are good. Even some non-native flow¬ 
ers work well - buddleias and sedum attract 
butterflies. Plant one and you’ll be able to meas¬ 
ure its success instantly - sit back and watch as 
the butterflies flock to your handiwork. 


Q 


And what are the most exotic? 


A Birds like swifts and house martins might 
not seem exotic but they’ve made incredible 
journeys from Africa to get here. Warblers will 


have done the same. They might not look much, 
but just listen to them sing - their song is one 
of my favourite sounds of summer. 

The willow warbler’s song is particularly 
beautiful, a descending harmony of notes that 
starts softly and ends with a fancy flourish. 

From the other end of the globe, look out for 
redwings and fieldfares from Scandinavia, 
especially if you’ve got bird-feeders. Both look a 
bit like song thrushes, in fact they’re related to 
them, but redwings have rusty-red flanks, and 
fieldfares have orangey-yellow breasts. 


Q What are the most common creatures that can be 
spotted in gardens in Kent? 

A lt can really depend on the garden itself - 
the more ‘wildlife-friendly’ features you’ve 
got, the more species you’re likely to see. Kent 
does pretty well for starlings and house spar¬ 
rows, although numbers are nothing like they 
used to be. Kent has also seen more great tits in 
recent years, and more greenfinches too. 

At this time of year, also look out for hedge¬ 
hogs feeding on worms as dusk falls and for 
butterflies like common blues and large whites.

Is climate change a factor for local wildlife? 


Q 


How can people spot rarer creatures such as badgers? 


A I’ve been told off for using the analogy of 
canaries down the mine before - mainly 
because it’s a terrible pun - but that’s exactly 
what wildlife is, especially birds, when it comes 
to detecting the impact climate change is hav¬ 
ing on our world. 

Last year, an RSPB (Royal Society for the 
Protection of Birds) and BTO (British Trust for 
Ornithology) study found that chaffinches are 
now laying eggs about a week earlier than they 
did in the mid-1960s, and that blue tits, robins 
and swallows are showing similar patterns. It 
might not seem much, but birds like blue tits 
only have one brood per year, and they actually 
time it to coincide with the emergence of cater¬ 
pillars. The last few years have seen a shortage 
of caterpillars at this crucial time because the 
chicks have arrived too early. 


A Contact Kent Wildlife Trust, who’ll put you 
in touch with some good badger-watching 
sites. If you have badgers using your garden, 
keep an eye out around dusk and into the 
evening, as this is when they’re most likely to 
forage for food. Badgers are very social crea¬ 
tures, so they’ll also use this time to play - a 
marvellous sight if you’re lucky enough to see it. 

If you reckon badgers are in the area, you can 
encourage them by putting food out - they love 
peanuts especially. While it’s not great to feed 
them loads of sugary things, they also have a 
remarkably sweet tooth, so putting out the odd 
bit of cake will be much appreciated. 


Q 


How did you get involved in wildlife conservation? 


A I grew up in the Cotswolds and spent end¬ 
less summers as a child peering under 
rocks, digging about in the dirt, and generally 
driving my mum potty with all the wonders I’d 
found. I remember finding a fossil once and 
sending it off to the Really Wild Show, hoping 
the show’s presenter Chris Packham would 
knock on my door. Now I’m working for the 
RSPB, Chris is our vice-president and I’ve been 
lucky enough to meet him.

Festival organisers' £lm 
ticket spiashout 


NEARLY half of all tickets for 
Kent’s biggest music festival of the 
summer have been given away 
FREE with a flimsy celeb-backed 
raincoat worth just £10. 

Organisers behind the star-studded Hop 
Farm event in Paddock Wood next weekend 
stunned music fans earlier this week when 
the unbelievable offer of a pair of complimen¬ 
tary weekend passes, worth £250, was tacked 
onto sales of blue and grey designer 
‘Splashmacs’ on a budget fashion website. 

But they have denied claims the event was 
selling poorly - despite some fans who already 
snapped up tickets reacting furiously to news 
of the offer. 

The 20,000-capacity event takes place next 
weekend with a big-hitting line-up including 
the likes of Paul Weller, The Fratellis, Editors 
and Echo and the Bunnymen.. 

A remarkable 6,000 weekend tickets - which 
normally sell for £125 each - have been promised 
to buyers who paid for a colourful bad weather 
cover worth less than a tenth of the ticket’s value. 

The MandMDirect site was flooded with so 
many customers on Tuesday trying to get 
their hands on the Splashmac, it sold out and 
switched the ticket offer to a luminous towel, 
worth £9.77. 

A few hours later and 1,000 had gone, mean¬ 
ing another 2,000 people could snap-up Hop 
Farm passes. That’s a total of 8,000 tickets 
given away as part of the promotion - or 
£lmillion’s worth of potential sales. 

The website reported that the closing date to 
claim tickets was June 29. All those taking 
advantage of the offer had to do was pay £16 
for a camping permit. 

Hop Farm Festival chiefs who pride them¬ 
selves on their “no sponsors, no branding” 
approach have denied the extraordinary 
offer was merely a stunt to get rid of unwant¬ 
ed tickets.

They claim the giveaway was a stroke of 
generosity by festival boss and famous pro¬ 
moter Vince Power and a drive to raise money 
for a good cause - but didn’t prove the Hop 
Farm Festival was a flop which hard-up pun¬ 
ters didn’t want to attend. 

All funds raised from the sale of three thou¬ 
sand £9.99 Splashmacs and 1,000 towels will 
go to the Teenage Cancer Trust charity. 

Festival spokesman Ian Roberts said: “Vince 
Power is just an incredibly generous man. He 
has decided to give away tickets with every 
purchase of a Splashmac. 

Sold out 

“I don’t think anyone will have a problem 
giving money to a reputable and worthy cause. 
Certainly we live in difficult times and music 
festivals are in a difficult position. 

“But we are sure the Hop Farm Festival is 
an incredibly strong event with a fantastic 
line-up that people in Kent will really enjoy. A 
great weekend of top bands and entertain¬ 
ment is in store.” 

A customer service worked for the 
MandMDirect website admitted: “We’ve been 
inundated with calls about the Splashmac, it’s 
an unbelievable offer. Some people have 
bought two or three of them, meaning they 
could have six tickets for the Hop Farm.” 

Some fans who have paid for tickets are furi¬ 
ous. Emily Dorman, 23, from Maidstone, said she 
had struggled to raise the cash to buy a pair of 
tickets and couldn’t believe the Splashmac offer. 

She added: “I scrimped and saved to get 
these tickets and then I hear they’re being 
dished out with a raincoat. It’s not fair, to be 
honest. I just hope the festival is as good as 
they say it’s going to be.”

MandMDirect spokesman Ed Green told 
Kent on Saturday: “The Splashmacs have 
been designed and modelled by very famous 
people. We teamed up with the Hop Farm 
Festival to give people a brilliant chance to see 
some fantastic bands and raise money for 
charity at the same time. 

“The Splashmacs sold out very very quickly, 
the pick-up has been phenomenal. There were 
only 3,000 of them. But we have ordered more 
to be delivered. We temporarily switched the 
project to the towels and all 1,000 sold out.” 

Vince Power has stated he intends the Hop 
Farm Festival to be a long-term project and 
one which would put Kent “on the map”. 



Privacy watchdog 
gives thumbs up to 
sports day photos 

PARENTS who take photographs of their 
children at sports days and school plays are 
acting completely within the law - a priva¬ 
cy watchdog has ruled. 

Local authorities, including Kent County 
Council, have been told that mums and 
dads are allowed to take shots for the fam¬ 
ily album - and that it’s no breach of the 
Data Protection Act. 

Relatives wanting to take pictures at 
public events have often been told that they 
are breaking the rules. 

But the Office of the Information 
Commissioner last week said this interpre¬ 
tation was simply wrong. 

It ruled that any snap taken for the family 
photograph album would normally be 
acceptable. This guidance can be used to 
challenge any bans enforced by councils as 
many schools stage their annual sports days. 

Guidance has been sent to education 
authorities across the country. It reads: 
“Fear of breaching the provisions of the Act 
should not be wrongly used to stop people 
taking photographs or videos which pro¬ 
vide many with much pleasure. 

‘Where the act does apply, a common 
sense approach suggests that if the photog¬ 
rapher asks for permission to take a photo¬ 
graph, this will usually be enough to 
ensure compliance.”

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Egg-stremely good fun 
on the free-range farm sssr 


RACHEL MCATHY finds out more about the happy lives of egg-laying chickens 



CAMPAIGNS for free-range egg pro¬ 
duction have swept across the nation, 
endorsed by celebrity chefs and sup¬ 
ported by some of the country's 
biggest stores. 

Now rearing your own chickens, for the 
freshest eggs around, has become one of the 
country's fastest growing hobbies, which is 
good news for one farmer. 

Doug Wanstall runs Bank Farm in Aldington, 
near Ashford, and it is from here that he pio¬ 
neered a local food distribution hub that now 
supplies Kent produce across the county and in 
London. 

But much of his success is down to the work 
of an army of 30,000 free-range chickens. 

With access to 100 acres of land, they live a 
carefree life - popping out around 178,500 
eggs a week. 

But it is the nation's love of our feathered 
friends that has boosted business the most. 

"People seem to be more emotionally 
attached to their chickens than anything else, 
which is nice for us," he said. "It is guite 
bizarre." 

Collecting the eggs follows an almost mili¬ 
tary procedure. The eggs are laid into nesting 
boxes and then roll down onto a conveyor belt 
before being examined, graded and boxed 


ready for sale. But the trickiest job is getting 
every bird back to the roost at night. 

"They get let out at 7am and we take it in 
turns to bring them in again at dusk," he said. 
"It's my turn at the moment to round them up, 
and it's not easy. It's often 10pm before the lit¬ 
tle darlings are ready to go to bed." 

Programmes by celebrity chefs such as Hugh 
Fearnley-Whittingstall, who spearheaded a 
free-range chicken campaign, helped boost 
interest in Mr Wanstall's business. It also led to 
the BBC using Mr Wanstall for its egg needs. 

Chickens that are free to roam get a much 
more varied and nutritious diet, whereas yolks 
from caged hens are often injected with artifi¬ 
cial colours to give them the glow only grass 
can naturally give. 

Despite more and more people rearing their 
own 'backyard' chickens, Mr Wanstall said busi¬ 
ness is good. 

In fact, to keep up with demand, he has 
started supplying people with the chickens and 
the know-how to 'lay their own'. 

"As long as they have a suitable amount of 
land, anyone can have chickens," he said. "There 
is nothing like getting eggs fresh every morn¬ 
ing, you can't beat it. 

"Although you have to be prepared for the 
chickens' fairly destructive nature when it 
comes to grass." 


Even the reject eggs do not go unused and 
are donated to Port Lympne Wild Animal Park, 
in return for hefty amounts of elephant dung 
for use as fertilizer. 

Mr Wanstall's great-grandfather bought the 
farm, which has passed down through the gen¬ 
erations, in 1918. 

His father still works on the farm, as well as 
his uncle - it is truly a family business.

Speed workshop was slow 
to put the message across 


IT’S not that often that I get the 
chance to spend a morning in a 
room with 18 other convicted crim¬ 
inals, but as a result of an incident 
with a London speed camera a few 
months back I found myself in 
Ealing attending a speed aware¬ 
ness workshop. 

Quite frankly, it was an outrage that I was 
there in the first place. I was clocked doing 
34mph in a 30 zone and as Ray, our cheerful 
lecturer for the day, told me: “You were 
unlucky that is the lowest speed you have to 
get to end up at one of these things.” 

As a first time marginal offender I was given 
two options. Pay the £60 fine and end up with 
three points or pay £95 for the chance to visit 
a London office block and listen to Ray for a 
couple of hours. The police would then consid¬ 
er the matter dealt with. 


I’ve always been pretty smug about having a 
clean licence; it has been one of the few things 
in life I could point to as a sign of my obvious 
merits as a fine upstanding citizen, so I 
plumped for the trip to Ealing. 

The first session was spent looking at a com¬ 
puter screen showing driving scenarios in 
which various hazards present themselves. 

The film was shot from the driver’s point of 
view. Whoever had taken out the motor that 
day was very lucky to have made it to work 
without killing the various cyclists, toddlers on 
scooters, mums, guide dogs and grannies all 
leaping off the kerb in front of them. 

After being assessed by the computer it con¬ 
cluded that I was average at pretty well every¬ 
thing when it came to driving. Although it did 
tell me I needed to lower my cruising speed. 

In the second session Ray discussed with the 
group how we should all be more aware of 
speed and the consequences of being fraction¬ 
ally over the limit in the event of an accident. 

I had been warned beforehand that I was 


likely to see graphic images of bodies tom 
apart in motoring accidents. Instead we all 
took part in a group discussion on why we 
sometimes go too fast. And this was my prob¬ 
lem. Let’s be honest, we were all there because 
we wanted to maintain our clean licence, not 
some desperate desire to leam about speed. 

The least the organisers of these things 
could have done is shaken us out of our com¬ 
placency. We deserve to be shocked and have a 
sleepless night because we have been con¬ 
fronted by the damage a car can do to a flimsy 
human body. I may have avoided getting the 
points, but avoiding the guilt if I ever killed 
someone because of my driving is a much 
harder dodge to pull off. 

The only people who are really benefitting 
from this exercise are the company contracted 
to carry out these workshops.

How long have been writing and how did you start? 

I've always loved reading and writing and try to write 
every day.

A rotten decision 

What message does Thanet coun¬ 
cil send to potential investors 
when a site that has been 
allowed to rot for decades is sud¬ 


denly jumped on by the planning 
committee? I refer to the old 
restaurant site on Granville 
marina, where planning consent 
has been refused despite the 
application apparently having 
the support of both the planning 
officers and conservation bodies. 

Ten years ago I was interested 
in purchasing the property and 
met on site with the previous 
owner. The building was already 
in a shocking state and walking 
around the top floor was akin to 
standing on a wobbly skateboard 
while being attacked by pigeons. 

I didn’t pursue the purchase as 
I saw no realistic prospect of 
being able to make it remotely 
viable. Where was Thanet council 
then? It seems to be marching 
around issuing Section 215 
repair notices and compulsory 
purchase orders now (which I 
applaud), but why didn’t it do 
something about this historic 
landmark before it became 
irreparable and dangerous? I 
have looked at the plans for the 
site and they are a vast improve¬ 
ment on what went before. 

The design has proper regard 
for history and includes the 
important Puginesque features 
found in the previous building, as 
well as those in the Albert Road 
Terrace on the clifftop above. 

The decision to turn down the 
application seems inconsistent 
when viewed against applica¬ 
tions previously passed in 
Ramsgate which have been 
architecturally jarring. 

Two cases that spring to mind 
are Vyeson Court in Queen 
Street and the massive overde¬ 
velopment of the old police sta¬ 
tion and court house in 
Cavendish Street. As someone 
involved in the property business 
who is also a keen proponent of 
conservation and the owner of 


Grade II-listed buildings; I know 
there needs to be balance. 
However, there also needs to be 
acceptance of change. I believe 
the building on Granville marina 
was left to rot because its useful¬ 
ness and commercial viability 
had expired. 

Surely these plans would be an 
improvement on the current 
bomb site and if people are will¬ 
ing to invest the time and money, 
shouldn’t they be allowed to do 
so? The alternative is to force 
them to rebuild a white elephant. 
Is that progress? 

We are getting the Royal Sands 
development in the face of a pub¬ 
lic outcry and mistrust, so I can’t 
see why sympathetic develop¬ 
ments further along the seafront 
cannot be encouraged rather 
than hampered. I look forward to 
Ramsgate Town Council getting 
its teeth into local planning mat¬ 
ters and adopting a careful yet 
commercial attitude to the future 
of our town.

The Defence of Britain project 
was a nationwide survey to 
locate and describe any remain¬ 
ing evidence for the defence of 
Britain in the 20th century 
because this is a resource that is 
quickly disappearing. 

This initial survey assembled 
any documentary evidence for 
wartime defences in England, 
but does not indicate if anything 
now survives on the spots indi¬ 
cated. 

A more detailed survey is being 
carried out by the county council 
called the Defence of Kent, but 
the fieldwork is done by volun¬ 
teers, the aim being to identify 


any remains on the ground 
(which can include buried 
remains). I have volunteered to 
carry out this process for Thanet 
and have visited about ten per 
cent of known sites. It has 
become clear however that there 
are many sites and types of 
defence missing from the list. 

I have either come across them 
or have heard about them, even 
in the course of casual conversa¬ 
tion. There are whole defensive 
zones for which much evidence 
survives, such as the tank-trap 
and trench system at Stonelees; 
these require a more detailed 
approach. 

I would be grateful if anyone 
with knowledge of any surviving 
type of site (both world wars) in 
Thanet (which can include air¬ 
raid shelters) could get in touch 
with me. I would also be interest¬ 
ed in hearing stories about 
destroyed defences; or from any¬ 
one who had any involvement in 
any of these sites.

Will Ramsgate ever get the new 
ferry service it deserves? 

Well, in response to the council’s 
perceived reticence to tell anyone 
what on earth is going on, I can at 
least shed some light on the latest 
position of Bonanza Express, Fred. 
Olsen’s trimaran ferry, which has 
supposedly been earmarked for the 
task of revitalising Ramsgate’s tot¬ 
tering port. 

According to a shipping website, 
as recently as Monday, June 22, the 
ferry is still stuck in Las Palmas in 
the Canary Islands either plying its 
trade between the islands or rusting 
in a forgotten berth.

Extremely alarming 

The Met Office, in its new climate 
change report, expects wetter win¬ 
ters in Kent and Medway and much 
hotter, drier summers. 

Overall, this may be good for 
tourism, but extremely bad for 
many forms of agriculture. 

Farmers and growers will be 
forced like never before to invest in 
means of capturing and using rain¬ 
fall for use in long dry spells. 

The prediction of one in six homes 
becoming at risk of flooding is quite 
stunning. The Met Office says sea 
levels around the UK rose by about 
1mm a year in the 20th century. The 
rate for the 1990s and 2000s has 
been higher. A report by the World 
Development Movement has 
already indicated the emissions of 
the 1990s and 2000s could lead to a 
five-metre sea level rise rather than 
the original prediction of one metre. 

Also, the Organisation for 
Economic Cooperation and 


Development has indicated it 
expects the South East to be as dry 
as the Sahara by 2030 if emissions 
are not cut drastically. 

The implications for Kent are 
severe as our climate will move 
towards extremes: longer periods of 
heavy rainfall in winter; hotter and 
drier spells in summer. 

We face the prospect of regular 
winter flooding and summer 
droughts. Our natural environ¬ 
ment, built environment and agri¬ 
culture will all suffer unless we cut 
greenhouse gas emissions.

The New Seekers will be visiting Kent on their 
40th-anniversary tour. Neill Barston talks to 
Paul Layton, the band's longest-serving member 


NEW SEEKERS 

Saturday, July 11 
Leas Cliff Hall, Folkestone 

THERE are few if any 
musicians who can claim 
their musical career gained 
a helping hand from the 
late, great Doors frontman 
Jim Morrison. 

But so it was for former child actor 
Paul Layton, whose encounter with 
the iconic American singer left quite 
an impression on him during his 
early 20s. 

“Jim interviewed me as the ‘new 
boy’ on his group’s record label, 
Elektra. He was over in England 
doing some gigs at the Roundhouse 
in London which were great. 

“I was a big fan of The Doors and he 
was a magnetic character, interview¬ 
ing me with a crate of beer by his 
side!” said Paul, whose brief stint as 
a solo artist was not destined to 
meaningfully trouble the charts. 

He could easily have returned to 
acting, having starred in a range of 
stage and screen projects including 
Judy Garland’s final movie, I Could 
Go On Singing, and Dixon of Dock 
Green (co-incidentally marrying the 
great-niece of its star Jack Warner). 

Yet his Jewish family was behind 
his chosen career path and Paul 
joined a revised line-up of the New 
Seekers, courtesy of Bee Gees pro¬ 
ducer Ossie Byrne, who had worked 
on one of his solo releases. 

“When I applied to join the group I 
couldn’t actually play bass, but like 
any actor I said that I could, so it was 
a case of me just asking people I 
knew to help me learn the tracks. 

“They hadn’t yet had any commer¬ 
cial success. I joined at the same time 
as Lyn Paul and we had some great 
times touring,” revealed the 
Hertfordshire-based musician. 

The group, who are on their 40th- 
anniversary tour, enjoyed a golden 
period in the early 70s, scoring 
several top-10 hits including Beg 




Steal and Borrow, with which they 
represented Britain at the Eurovision 
Song Contest, and their most famous 
song, I’d Like to Teach The World To 
Sing, revised from the ‘I’d like to Buy 
the World a Coke’ TV advert. 

It proved a huge No 1 hit and 
remains in the top-100-selling sin¬ 
gles in the UK. Its influence has lin¬ 
gered, with rockers Oasis borrowing 
its simple yet jaunty melody for their 
album track Shakermaker. 

They were reportedly forced to pay 
its writers $500,000, to which Noel 
Gallagher commented that “the band 
just drinks Pepsi now”. 

These days, 62-year-old Paul has 
far more time to spend with his fam¬ 
ily, including his singer-songwriter 
daughter Lucy. 

His other great passion is getting 
out on the golf course, which touring 
occasionally allows. But as the 
longest-serving member of the band, 
it’s never far from his thoughts. 


There been many changes in per¬ 
sonnel down the years (including a 
split in the mid-70s), but they have 
survived far longer than many acts 
could ever hope for. 

“Though our early days were great, 
there was a lot of pressure, so now we 
are just really enjoying ourselves for 
the 40th-anniversary tour. 

“There are no problems of egos 
within the band and we’re putting 
out a greatest-hits album on which 
we’ve recorded some new tracks 
along with some of the old material, 
which is something we’ve not done in 
a long time. 

“The audiences have been very 
good to us and we enjoy meeting 
them all with signings at the end of 
the show, which we’ll be doing down 
in Folkestone.”

“My Grandfather who founded 
the business watched it grow 
from strength to strength ” 
explains current Managing 
Director, John Farley, “but it was 
my father and uncle who bought 
Townley House to avoid it being 
demolished in the 1960’s. 

The plan was to demolish this 
striking building with its royal 
connections and rich heritage 
and replace it with a petrol filling 
station. 

“My family could not bear 
the thought of Townley House 
being torn down so we bought 
it, restored it and gradually 
expanded our home furnishings 
showroom into it” 

In the days of Mary Townley the 
house was a vibrant social hub 



with regular balls for the nobility 
of the county. 

It later became a boarding school 
and was badly damaged by the 
bombing during the First World 
War. Now Townley House is 
a unique home furnishings 
showroom offering inspiration to 
the homes of Kent 



There have been some massive 
changes at Farleys since 1928, 
from a simple furniture store 
to a modern home furnishings 
retailer offering everything for the 
home from suites and upholstery 
to dining, bedroom, lighting 
carpeting and flooring.

UTAH can be easily overlooked 
among the huge range of holiday 
destinations on offer in a country 
as vast as the United States. 

Mention Salt Lake City to any Brit, and it 
will conjure up images of Mormons, weak beer 
and the 2002 Winter Olympics. 

In fact, Utah has much more to offer than 
that, especially for holidaymakers wanting to 
escape the daily grind and shake off the cob¬ 
webs in a spectacular outdoor playground. 

The western state is perhaps best known for 
skiing and winter sports, but remains a quite 
breathtaking rocky wilderness when there is 
no snow on the ground. 

Yet even in the absence of snow, the area is a 
beautiful place to visit. In early October we 
were treated to the blazing reds and yellows of 
the autumn leaves - a perfect backdrop for 
pony trekking in the foothills nearby. 

It was a fun way to see the countryside, and 
meant we could avoid crawling up the steep 
slopes ourselves. There could not have been a 
better remedy to soothe away the shop-soiled 
feeling of long-haul flights and jetlag.

Sheri Griffiths is based, attracts hoards of 
active types all through the summer and has a 
sprinkling of shops, bars and restaurants 
which cater for the crowds. 

Once you’ve finished soaking up the atmos¬ 
phere around Moab, a more relaxed river 
expedition awaits on the San Juan River, leav¬ 
ing from Bluff. 

The archaeological trip will see your guide 
explain the spectacular geology of the sur¬ 
rounding area, with stops to see ancient paint¬ 
ings and ruins on the way. 

However, both the boat trips come with a 
health warning: in the sun they would be 
fantastic (with all usual precautions in place), 


but in autumnal rain it gets cold, so bring 
waterproofs and warm clothes to avoid 
grumpy faces. 

The rafting in particular will get you com¬ 
pletely, utterly and absolutely soaked, even 
through the splash suits provided. 

Coming back to urban surroundings, Salt 
Lake City is a pleasant and nicely laid-out 
town, with chances for fine dining and a night 
out in a bar, as well as good shopping during 
the day. 

So when you plan your next holiday, give 
Utah a chance - you’ll come back fully 
refreshed and fired up with a new enthusiasm 
for the outdoors.

Now agents claim four 
buyers for each house 

THERE are four house-hunters for 
every property for sale, according to 
estate agents who have analysed recent 
property trends. 

Demand for property is rising faster 
than supply, with the number of house- 
hunters registered with estate agents 
increasing from 265 in April to 299 in 
May. But the average branch has fallen 
to 69 properties for sale in May, from 76 
in April. 

Gary Smith, president of the National 
Association of Estate Agents said: 
“NAEA members are showing that there 
are buyers a-plenty out there. 

“More often than not these are also 
potential sellers who are at the begin¬ 
ning of the process - so there is bound to 
be a lag which creates a shortage of 
properties in the short term. 

“With mortgage interest rates at his¬ 
torically low levels and prices now far 
more realistic than in previous years, 
home ownership in the UK seems to be 
set to lead the way out of the recession.” 

Buyers are still able to negotiate a dis¬ 
count, however, with the average selling 
price 6.3 per cent below the actual ask¬ 
ing price. 

The survey also found the number of 
first time buyers increased to 43 per cent 
in May - a significant increase on last 
month’s 23 per cent. 

How energy suppliers 
overcharge the poor 

ENERGY firms may be in potential 
breach of EU rules by overcharging thou¬ 
sands of the county’s poorest households. 

That’s the warning from the National 
Housing Federation as energy regulator 
Ofgem has been accused of failing mil¬ 
lions of hard up families across Britain. 

Members of the Federation say it is “an 
absolute disgrace” that less well off peo¬ 
ple should be penalised by big business. 

The statement comes after it emerged 
several energy firms were allowed to 
overcharge prepay meter customers by 
£464m over a three-year period. 

While they are allowed to charge high¬ 
er prices to prepay customers to cover 
meter installation and maintenance 
costs, those charges need to be “cost 
reflective” otherwise suppliers risk being 
in breach of EU directives. 

Ofgem is to finish consulting on the 
new regulations it hopes will stop ener¬ 
gy firms from charging prepay cus¬ 
tomers more for their gas and electricity 
than the figure justified by the extra cost 
to the supplier of providing a meter. 



AVERAGE prices of new homes on 
the market have fallen for the first 
time in five months, according to a 
leading property company. 

Despite several surveys suggesting house 
prices were set to rise during May, new sellers 
are still hesitant and the average asking price 
fell by 0.4 per cent over the last month to 
£226,436. 

Rightmove has identified trends in property 
prices which are reflected in the desirability of 
what is on offer. 

Miles Shipside, the company’s commercial 
director, said: “It’s a mistake to confuse the 
upturn in enquiries and sales with a return to 
a more normal market. 


NEW figures from the Bank of England have 
revealed around 15,800 mortgage applications 
were turned down in May. 

The report in lending found there were 
67,000 mortgage applications for home pur¬ 
chases in May, but 23.55 per cent were turned 
down. However, since the start of the year 
acceptance rates have risen from a low in 
January, when three out of ten applications 
were turned down. 

The number of applications from people

The number of new sellers in the southern 
regions of the UK are down by 45.3 per cent on 
the same period in 2008, while the rest of 
England and Wales has seen only a 40.1 per 
cent fall. 

A combination of lenders’ risk bias towards 
southern deposit-rich buyers and less fresh 
saleable stock would therefore suggest a 
speedier price recovery in the South, 
Rightmove added. 

But although equity-rich buyers are snap¬ 
ping up properties, a large sector of the market 
is still being sidelined. 

Mr Shipside said: “Property deals appear 
within the grasp of cash-strapped first-time 
buyers, but every rise in fixed rates frustrat- 
ingly nudges them a bit further out of reach.”

standard variable rate mortgages at the end of 
fixed deals and falling house prices eating 
away at homeowners’ equity. 

This means they are unable to qualify for 
more competitive mortgage deals requiring 
lower loan-to-value levels. 

The report also notes a “significant tighten¬ 
ing in availability’ for credit cards along with 
weak personal loan lending as lenders see 
greater risks of defaults on loans.

AMBITIOUS Korean brand Hyundai 
will upset the motor industry establish¬ 
ment when June UK registration figures 
are announced. 

It has embraced the Government-spon¬ 
sored Scrappage scheme enthusiastical¬ 
ly, promoting the ilO city car in particular 
- it sells from £4,995 through Scrappage. 

Hyundai has sold 11,500 cars under 
the scheme and started a major opera¬ 
tion in which four car ships will unload 
5,100 cars in four weeks. 

The first has just landed 1,100 ilOs 
and this model is tipped to storm the UK 
top 10 seller list for June.

It is also the perfect partner to VW’s new 
generation direct injection technology, which 
will surely revolutionise the petrol engine in 
the same way that common rail direct injec¬ 
tion transformed the diesel. 

‘DI’ boosts compression, efficiency and pulling 
power, again without damaging the green cre¬ 
dentials of the engine, while giving our VW Golf 
SE 1.4 TSI five-door (£16,520) test car all the 
sportiness most owners will ever desire. 

With 120bhp on tap, it seemed to skip along 
and bowl around comers. The diesel equiva¬ 
lents output feels just as quick in the straight 
ahead, but the heavier engine shows up on 
the bends and undoubtedly wears tyres and 
front end bits more significantly.

road tax - not bad when it costs considerably 
less than equivalent diesels. 

The latest Golf carries over the excellent 
chassis from the previous model, which has 
allowed VW to apportion more interior budget 
this time, shown in high quality, improved 
seating, excellent yet lightweight sound insu¬ 
lation and superb ergonomics. The cabin also 
has far more space, without a significant 
increase in size. 

VW offers its new Adaptive Chassis Control 
(ACC) system too, allowing three modes for 
suspension, steering and throttle response. 

It is an impressive piece of tech and ‘Sport’ 
mode combines with the lively engine to 
deliver a cut-price GTI to the hands on the 
wheel - the downside is that ACC adds £705 
to the price of the car. 

On the other hand, you can afford this luxu¬ 
ry: versions of our pumped up petrol Golf cost 
a £1,000 less than diesel counterparts and are 
slightly faster and more nimble. 

With some buyers never fully convinced by 
the pro-diesel argument, the arrival of modem 
and greener petrol alternatives could re-ignite 
the whole petrol v diesel argument.

Yorath sweating over new 

deal for goalkeeper MuNin

MARGATE manager Terry Yorath 
is still waiting on Pat Mullin to 
accept the offer of a new contract. 

The 27-year-old goalkeeper made 30 appear¬ 
ances for Margate last season and finished the 
season as Yorath’s first choice after initially 
having to play ‘second fiddle’ to Scott 
Chalmers-Stevens. 

Mullin rejoined the Gate last summer from 
Maidstone United, for whom he made 137 
appearances and was a key member of the 
Stones’ Kent League and Ryman One South 
championship winning sides. 


‘We have offered Pat a new contract and I 
want him to stay,” Yorath said, “but he hasn’t 
accepted it yet and so the ball is in his court.” 

Margate begin pre-season training tomor¬ 
row and Yorath would love to have completed 
three more signings, in addition to that of 
Mullin, by then. 

He added: “I am in talks with two strikers 
and a midfield player, and if I can get all four 
to sign by Thursday I will be delighted because 
it will mean we will have a nice blend of expe¬ 
rience and youth with which to start the sea¬ 
son. 

“Players like Dan Stubbs and Joe Healy will 
be starting their second season here, which 
means they will feel more settled, while the 
young players like Curtis Robinson and Luke 
Wheatley can only get better if they want to 
learn.” 


Yorath and assistant manager Neville 
Southall will also be running the rule over sev¬ 
eral local players who they have invited to 
attend pre-season training including, accord¬ 
ing to the Gate boss, “a young international 
sprinter who has also been approached by one 
or two league clubs.” 

Margate’s first pre-season friendly is at 
home to Coca-Cola League One club Carlisle 
United on Friday, July 17.
